WHITNEY CAST-OFF SCOHE8 OYES KATOEE 
SPRINTERS AT NORFOLK TRACK. 



Cuifh roil, OroTer Huslie* and B«aam Amrag Hatiig 
That Finish Behind Two-Tenr-Old— Grover 
Hughes Victim of Racing Accident. 



Norfolk, Vs., NoTeml>er 22. — Buskin, the Whit- 
ney cast-off that Albert Simons sold to John Whalen 
last summer, aecoanted for the handicap that served 
as the feature race at the Jamestown Jockey Clnb’s 
track this afteruoou. Buskin conceded weight to 
some older horses in this race* came from behind in 
the stretch racing, and won in easy fasbion. Some 
of the fastest sprinters in training were behind 
Buskin in today’s race, Qingh Hill being second, 
I'rlnce Ahmed third, Utover Hughes fourth and Be- 
som fifth. The six furlongs were run in 1:12%, 
which was within a fraction of a second of the tracg 
rectwd for the distance. 'The pace was fast from 
the beginning, with Besom and Caugh Hill racing 
in front head and head. 'They ran the quarter in 
:23 and the half mile in :47. Grover Hughes, 'fight- 
ing for bis head, was reserved behind the pace- 
makers. Fain persistently clung to the inner mil 
and, in entering the homestretch, attempted to 
(*0010 through an impossible opening, with the result 
that be was thrown against the fence and in the 
scriminage bruised his foot badly. Grover Hughes 
had a winning chance at the time and undoubtedly 
would have won but for the interference. As it was 
he was put out of contention. Fain was lifted from 
the bor^ after he pulled up and carried to the 
Jockeys’ room. The horse escaped injury. 

*1110 best finish of the afternoon came with the 
niuniug of the sixth race, which went to Stairs, one 
of the outsiders.. Hempstead and Annie Seliera 
raced bead and bead in rounding the far turn and 
well into the homestretch, where the latter took the 
lead. At the finish she weakened a bit and Stairs, 
closing with a go<Ml burst of speed, JiMt managed to 
get lip in the closing strides. It was a close thing 
between the two. 

The Talbott stable furnished fwo of the after- 
noon’s winners in Colonel Cook and Heretic. The 
funner was forced to overcome much interference 
in the eariy running. In going to the first tnrn Van 
Beiischoteu, on Key, cross^ Ccdonel Cook and sent 
him to his knees. *1110 latter recovered quickly and 
Teaban then took him to the outside. He moved up 
fast and, wearing the leaders down, eventual^ won 
with ease by a length. Heretic, whidt was starting 
for the first time in Mr. Talbott’s colms, made a 
runaway affair of his race. He was bid up $lbO 
after his victory by E. Utterback, but was retained. 
Mr. Utterback then put in a claim for Excalibur gpd 
secured the latter for $625. 

William Oliver saddled the winner of the fifth 
race in J. S. 'Tyree’s Astrologer. The latter wan 
ridden by D. Hoffman, a promising apprentice under 
contract to the Washington tnrfman.

'Two ^leeial trains will leave here for 
the South Carolina track next week, one on Monday 
and another on Wednesday. r
